THE NATIONALIZATION PROGRAM 


"Whether the United States will ever 


undertake to nationalize the railroads, 
the telegraph, the coal mines and other 
public utilities and natural resources can- 
not be foretold at the present time. Nei- 
ther do the wisest seers say whether this 
government ever will seek to nationalize 
agriculture production or any of the basic 
industries. 


One thing is certain. 
It is that the 


vast majority of the voters .are satisfied 
Tvith American institutions and would be 
unwilling to exchange individualism and 
cooperation for socialism and paternalism. 
The present system, which is called ca- 
pitalistic. Chough it is really individualis- 
tic, is distributing the benefits of liberty 
and prosperity among the people as no 
other politico-economic plan has done, 
anywhere. 


The question of nationalization is be- 


fore the citizens in the pending presiden- 
tial campaign. There is also another is- 
sue of a revolutionary nature, curtail- 
ment of authority of the courts, especially 
the United States supreme court. 
For 


the first time in the nation's history, there 
is a party proposal which is contrary to 
the letter and spirit of the constitution. 
If this proposal were put into operation 
there is no guarantee, no privilege, no 
right, no security under the constitution 
of the United States that could not be tak- 
'en away or abridged by an act of con- 
gress. There are many rights granted by 
the constitution more valuable than prop- 
erty rights, such as religious liberty, free 
speech, political equality, etc.. all of 
which could be destroyed by a fanatical 
or prejudiced congress. 


The other proposals in the indepen- 


dence program are of small consequence 
in comparison to this one. The people 
of the United States are not going to vote 
for nationalization of railroads so long 
as politics is in its present loose and cha- 
otic state, nor so long as government is 
wasteful and inefficient or may fall into 
the hands of men like Fall, Denby and 
Daugherty. 
Certainly the farmers are 


not in favor of having the government 
own and manage agricultural production. 
None of the so-called socialistic policies of 
the advanced progressives is likely to be 
put into effect, so there is no immediate 
danger of plunging an ill-fitted govern- 
ment into such problems. 


•The people should, however, be con- 


stantly on the alert against a scheme to 
subordinate the supreme court and the 
constitution to the erratic will of con- 
gress. 
Should that "reform" ever be- 


come a reality it will mark the beginning 
of the decline of the American republic. 


IS MARS INHABITED? 


Astronomers are watching the heavens 


with the best instruments ever made, the 
products of modern invention. 
They can 


sec farther than 'Star-gazers ever saw. 
They look into space with special atten- 
tion focnscd on a huce object 35.000.- 
000 miles distant. 
Mars is nearer the 


earth than at any time in a hundred years. 
Our astronomers can see farther and more 
clearly and distinctly than those of a cen- 
tury ago, and they are studying that pla- 
netary globe, with its satellite moons, to 
discern if possible whether it is inhabited. 


That there is life on those bright ob- 


jects in the impenetrable altitudes beyond 
the firmament is a reasonable conjecture. 
If this earth of ours, relatively small, 
with its extremes of heat and cold and its 
tornadoes, 
volcanoes 
aad earthquakes, 


can support life, it is more than possible 
that creatures dwell on Mars and other 
orbs. 


Next 
to 
the mystery of the sphere 


which lies beyond the grave that of the 
great lights unimaginable distances away 
from us is the most puzzling and the 
most interesting. 
Whether we hail any 


of those people or not—if there are beings 
on Mars, it will please us to have scienti- 
fic facts. 
"Would it be possible to fly to 


Mars? 
Our highest speed iu the air is 


less than 400 miles an hour. 
"Were one 


of our boldest aviators to travel 400 
miles an hour it would take more than ten 
years for him to reach mars. No machine 
or ship as yet constructed could race for 
ten years at a rate of 400 miles an hour, 
and no man could endure so arduous and 
so long a voyage. 


But we might be able, with improve- 


ments in the radio, to flash signals to re- 
mote planets in the sky. "While it is pos- 
sible we may communicate with Mars, it 
is more probable we shall not be certain 
that Mars is inhabited for it is doubtful 
whether, with 
all our intelligence and 


skill, we are capable of inventing tele- 
scopes which could discry buildings or 
works of man at a distance of 35.000.- 
000 miles. 


"Whatever we see or learn we shall con- 


tinue to look upward. 
This is what 


counts, 
^V"e should be no better, and per- 


haps no wiser, if we formed contact with 
the Martians. 
But we are better and 


wiser for trying to permeate doubt and 
increase our knowledge. 
It is well that 


there is always something more to learn 
and something good still to do.

nerve specialists. I should be glad to serve on the 
eleemosynary staff and keep every Inmate on a 
standing order of eggs and milk, and glycerophos- 
phates of Iron, lime and sodium, p. c.. and bedtime 
doses of medlnal. and I should be-only too happy 
to make rounds every Monday and Friday after- 
noon and exhort the inmates to believe that day by 
day we are getting better and better. 
Perhaps 


that would bo eleemosynary psychology, a notor- 
iously impracticable thing, but even so. I'd be will- 
ing to try it. 


Diseases of the mind Including conditions popu- 


larly called' Insanity as well as mental disturbances 
which are dubbed psycoses. neuroses, hysteria, hy- 
pochondria, feeble-mindedness and the like, consti- 
:uto a field of practice for a specialist. The field is 
%r.own as psychiatry and the specialist is a psychi- 
atrist (pronounced Siki-atrlst) or. when the caso 
comes before a court, an alienist. In the present 
system or jurisprudence an alienist may be defined 
as a phychiatrist whoso opinions are subject to 
check. The system has given us such grim jokes 


"brain storm" and "dementia Americana." It 


•nakes the medical witness nearly, if not quite 
is biased as the lawyers are. But that seems to be 
he way Justice likes 'em. 
When a practicing: psychiatrist holds himself out 


as being a "neurologist." too, he catches a great 
deal of business which would otherwise not reach 
nis door. Just as tho ear. nose and throat special- 
st does who holds himself out as an oculist, too. 
There are a few eye conditions which probably de- 
pend' on throat or nose affections, but that isn't the 
•eason why so many ear. nose and throat doctors 
r.clude eye disease In their repertoire. 
Sometimes 


an insane or feeble-minded person really appears 
'nervous." or a person who feels "nervous" really 
proves to be suffering with some psychosis, but 
neither is that the reason why many psychiatrists 
>:d for patrons who profess to be "nervous." 
This adjective "nervous" is one of the most per- 


nicious in the English language. It doesn't mean 
a blessed thing. It is a soporific word, as depraving 
s dope, stultifying in its influence upon the con 


duct and welfare of the victim, an Indefensible arti- 
:ce for a physician to acquiesce in, exept to pro- 
ect a patient. A good doctor may lie but not to 
his patient. 


Neuralgia, neuritis, paralysis of various kinds. 


and other affections Independent of the mind, no 
more belong to the domain of a "nerve specialist" 
han does whooping cough or that tired feeling. 
Neurology today is not a limited field of practice 
nd the doctor who professes to be a neurologist 
s really a relic of a past age of medicine. A "neu- 
ologist" is no better equipped and no more compel- 
nt to deal with "nervousness" or actual affections 
>f the nerves than a general practlcioner is, though 
maybe the "nerve specialist'' has a few more sooth- 
ng terms In stock.

tion of history, who shows that the 
dramatic events in the world's storv 
usually "have their causes in slow, 
obscure movements, is rending a real 
sen-ice. Too often we are conscious 
only of tha explosions in human his 
tory and we forget the silent, smolder- 
ing fires that burned for years, some- 
times for centuries, but without which 
the explosion would have been un- 
thinkable.

Dr. Albert Hyma, of the University 


of Michigan, has done this for one of the 
greatest explosions of the Christian 
era. the Reformation. It is rather a 
common thing to assumo that the 
Reformation was a. more or less sud- 
den act. Martin 
Luther, with 
a 


theatricality that arrested the whole 
civilized world, nailed his theses to 
the door of a cathedral and the course 
of human history was changed. Those 
of us who are not specialists in his- 
tory have had a kind of mental pic- 
ture of Luther with his hammer and 
theses as the personification of the 
Reformation, and even 
those 
who 


have gone deeper into the origins of 


jury duty, he sr.ys, largely because 
many of them are not made to real- 
Izo that it Is an honor and obligation 
of citizenship.

Dr. Hyma shows in a new book re- 


cently published under tho title. "The 
Christian, Renaissance," how Luther 
and the other great leaders of the 
Reformation were influenced by an 
obscure group of men' and women who 
called themselves "the Brethren and 
Sisters of the Common Life." Luther 
did a dramatic act and focused the 
attention of tho world upon himself 
and upon tho ideas he stood for, but 
long before Luther's day tho Breth- 
ren of the Common Life carefully and 
painstakingly worked out many of 
those ideas and laid tho foundations 
on which the Reformation was later 
built. 


The book of Dr. Hyma may be re- 


garded as the background of the Re- 
formation, and students of the Re- 
formation period, like the well known 
authority Preserved Smith, have pro- 
nounced it a work of outstanding im- 
portance. Dr. Hyma Is a pioneer in 
this field and his book is based on in- 
vestigations carried on by him 
in 


Europe. He illuminates a period of 
history and a movement about which 
there has been much dispute and of 
which the average reader has hardly 
been conscious. 


GROOTE STARTED RUMPUS 
A Hollander, Gerard Groote. who 


was born in 1340. the same year In 
which the English poet Chaucer first 
3.iw the light of day, was the organiz- 
or of tho 'Brethren of the Common 
Life.' so that the Reformation, ac- 
cording to Dr. Hyma's book, really 
elates back to tho latter part of the 
14th 
century. 
Tho 
reference 
to 


Chaucer as Groote's contemporary is 
not accidental. Xothing can bo more 
revealing than to read "The Canter- 
bury Tales'' and follow It Immediately 
with the "Christian Renaissance," as 
I did by pure accident. Not that there 
is any similarity 
between the 
two 


book?. But Chaucer was a true artist 
and he gives a true picture of his own 
time. Ho knew life in England not 
only but on the Continent as well. 
And his picture of tho social life of 
his ago makes 
It entirely 
natural 


that such a reform movement ns do- 
iJesribed in "The Christian Renais- 
sance" should have been organized. 


Dr. Hyma carefully traces the ob- 


scure beginnings of tho movement 
and suggests that in its scope and in- 
fluence tho movement 
was to »the 


section of country north of the Alps 
what the Renaissance proper was to 
Italy and through It to tho 
whole 


world. 
Tho movement initiated by 


Gerard Groote and his associates and 
followers was not exclusively a relig- 
ious reformation but an intcllictual 
movement as well. It produced schol- 
ars like Erasmus. "vTcsscl. Gransfort 
ar.'l others whoso inspiration is some- 
times credited to the Italian Rennais- 
sanca but who. Dr. Hyma convincing- 
ly shows, should be credited to tho 
Christian Renaissance. 


The writer traces tho 
movement 


through about 150. years In Holland. 
France and Germany. In his 
own 


figure the Reformation was only that 
small segment of an iceberg that is 
exposed 'to the air: his task was to 
investigate the larger part that was 
below tho surface.
